Washington, March 27.-The tariff 


bill was thrown open for amendment 
under the five-minute rule in the 
house, but seven weary hours of work 
ouly served to dispose of nine of tfce 
162 pages of the bill. 


All the amendments offered by the 


Democrats were rejected. Three slight 
committee amendments were adopted

The discussion cove»d a wide range 


of political topics and at times was 
both interesting and exciting. By far 
the most inportant feature of the day 
was the attempt of Mr. Dockery of 
Missouri, Mr. Cooper of Texas and 
others, backed by the entire opposi- 
tion to secure a vote on an amend- 
ment offered in a niultitude of forms, 
which provided that in case any arti- 
cle made dutiable by the bill was con- 
trolled by a trust or combination, the 
duty upon such article should be sus.- 
pended. 


Mr. Dingley made the point of order 


that the amendment was not germain 
to the dutiable list and would not be 
in order until the 
free list was 


reached For almost three hours this 
point of order was fought pv%r and 
made the subject of criminations and 
recriminations. 


The Democrats contended that if the 


amendment was ruled out 
it would 


never be voted upon, as the free list, 
In all human possibility, would not be 
reached before the final vote was 


*1 taken. 
The chair sustained the point of or- 


der. 
An appeal was taken, but the 


chair was sustained by a strict party 
vote—158 to 104. 


Frequently the discussions drifted 


off into political questions. Appropri-' 
ations, the money question and gen- 
eral paa-ty policies furnished topics for 
ample arguments. The paragraph re- 
lating to sulphuric and nitrous ether 
was amended so .as to make the rate 
from 25 to 40 cents, as provided by the 
present law. Mr. Bromwell (Rep., O.) 
and Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., O.) got into 
a controversy over the protection ac- 
corded in the bill to soap. It was lis- 
tened to with considerable interest, 
and when it closed Mr. Ohamp Clark 
of Missouri made it the text for a 
characteristic speech.

Want Majority Representation.
